THK CA1WON MINT. 


The Virginia C'hroniele says the fol- 


lowing dispatch was received by H. M. 
Yerington from Senator Stewart at 
Washington: 


"The department argues that the 


small amount of bullion makes coinage 
costjflvo or six times as much as at 
other mints, and refuses to change the 
order, but will continue it fis an assay 
office." 


The Chronicle says there ia no doubt 


of the falsity of tho statement about 
the coat of coinage at the Carson mint. 
If the assertion of the Chronicle is well 
founded there ought to be no difficulty 
in proving the fact. It was published 
throughout the country some time ago 
tiiut it cost five times as much to coin 
a piece at the Carson mint as it did at 
Philadelphia and three times as much as 
as at San Francisco. If such is the fact 
the report of tho director of the mint 
ought to show it and give figures to prove 
it. Possibly the small amount of bullion 
received at Carson made the expense of 
coining it higher than at Philadelphia 
or San Frrncisco, but the mint was not 
to blame for that. Silver bullion is 
purchased by the government and if 
the treasury department desired to run 
the Carson mint to its full capacity it 
could readily have supplied it with 
bullion for the purpose. The manage- 
ment was not authorized fo purchase 
silver bullion for coinage, and was not 
permitted to coin silver for the public. 
Under such restrictions it is not sur- 
prising that the coinage at Carson was 
limited and expensive. 


Tho market value of silver bullion 


for some time past has been about 83 
cents per ounce'of 480 troy grains. As 
the standard dollar contains only 871}^ 
gniius of pure silver, the cost of coin/ 
ing those dollars at the Carson mint 
must have been very great indeed if the 
government did not realize a profit of 
at least 30 cents on every dollar coined. 
If u greater profit could be realized 
by having the coinage done at San 
Francisco or Philadelphia, and it was 
deemed advisable to close tho Carson 
mint on the scoro of economy, there 
is no excuse for suspending tho coinage 
of silver altogether. Carson was the 
only place whero silver dollars have 
been coined recently and it seems that 
the mint at that plaoo wsis not supplied 
with sullkiout bullion to run it to its 
full capacity. The policy of this ad- 
ministration, as well as of that which 
preceded it, being to store the bullion 
instead of having it coined.

SAN FBANCISCO, May 31.—Among the

The ex-minister was not disposed to 


make any lengthy statement to the 
newspaper men to-day, though he ex 
pressed himself very positively in favor 
of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
islands by the United States govern- 
ment. 


" The provisional government means 


business," said he, "and if the islands 
are not annexed by the United States 
a return to the old state of affairs is 
impossible. Monarchy is out of the 
question, and if the United States will 
not take what is offered some other 
nation will." 


With regard to Minister Blount he 


said: " Mr. Blount and I parted good 
friends. The annexationists and the 
provisional government have construed 
a recent statement by* him to indicate 
a friendliness to the deposed queen, 
but I do not know that it could be so 
construed."

vessel Monterey arrived at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, having been absent on her 
trial trip four days and twelve hours 
Immediately on her arrival at the yare 
she resumed her former berth along 
side the quay wall where she is firmly 
moored awaiting the official verdict oi 
her judges. From those on board the 
Monterey it was learned that the trial

To a ques- 
tion as to the success of the trip Cap- 
tain Howison, president of the board 
of naval inspectors, replied: "We left 
Mare Island Saturday last to give the 
Monterey a fair and impartial trial. 
This we have done and found her to be 
in every respect all that is or was 
quired of a vessel of her class Her 
boilers were thoroughly tested and 
found first-class, and the test of her 
guns was thoroughly satisfactory."'

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WAR IN BUCKEYE. 


10 Stcvensou-Mlllch Party Take Forci- 


ble Possession -of the Black-horse 
Placers — Fifteen or Twontj 
SIioU 


Fired. 
liaat evening's Tribune contains, ihe 


following account of the Buckeye 
troubles: 


Ed Baycraft came in from Gonoa 


last night, startling the community 
with the news that, war had broken oat 
in the Buckeye placer mines, the Buy- 
craft-Morrison faction having b3en 
driven out by the Milich-Stoveiisou 
crowd, who were armed with rides ond 
flred many shots. There are so many 
conflicting stories that it is hard to ar- 
rive at a correct version of the trouble. 


Arthur Baycraft, who has been sick 


for the past two weeks, was, in the 
cabin yesterday morning, the balance i 
of his associates being at work in the 
Blackhorse claim about 500 yards dis- 
tant, when he was informed by the Chi- 
nese cook that a-couple of men were 
sneaking up toward the cabin with 
rifles in their hands. 
Arthur biepped 


out of the cabin with a rifle in his hand 
and yelled to the men, who, he says, 
were Fete Milich and a man named 
Parker, and demanded to know what 
they wanted. Neither of them anwwered, 
but jumped^ behind a tree. Arthur then 
returned to the cabin when lie heard 
fchots and bullets coming fro"m another 
direction and lodging in the cabin. 


Not desiring to be assassinated, Ar- 


ihur and the Chinaman skipped out of 
.ho cabin and started in the direction 
of Anderson's, Arthur firing as he re- 
peated, and says he saw Milich fall and 
was certain that he hit him. [Subse- 
quent developments show that Milich 
was struck, the bullet tearing away his 
clothes and grazing his left side.] It 
seems that another part of tbe be- 
sieging party, headed by Ed Stevenson, 
was firing at and running off Dick and 
Tom Baycraft and Jim Loher from the 
water ditch and had taken Henry Mor- 
rison and a man named Jaqua prison- 
ers at the mine,, walking them to the 
Stevenson cabin. All the Baycraft boys 
and Loher reached Anderson's in 
safety, although a dozen- or fifteen rifle 
bullets were flred at them. 
Securing 


a wagon they left for Genoa, leaving 
the Milich-Stevenson crowd in posses- 
sion of the Blackhorse mining com 
pany's property, including about $200 
worth of gold in the sluice boxes. 


It is the opinion of nil interested 


that fully twenty people were in the 
besieging party, Pete Milich, the Ste- 
venson brothers, Dudley, Parker and 
the Trimmer boys being the ring- 
leaders, and that it was a deliberately 
planned plot to defy law and order and 
gain forcible possession of all that is 
valuable in Buckeye. To-day ' 
were sworn out at Genoa for the arrest 
of all concerned. 


That the gun brigade shot to kill is 


shown from the fact that one bullet 
carried away part of Arthur Baycraft's 
moustache, while another buried itself 
in the ground between Tom Baycrott's 
legs. Dudley stated to Morrison and 
Jaqua last evening that one of his 
party had been seriously wounded, but 
this is not generally believed.

Hicks, in reporting the affair, spoke of 
the person who had been wounded as an 
acting consular agent, and since Mr. 
Griffith is our accredited representative 
at Mollendo a native of Peru may have 
been in temporary charge of the con- 
sulate during the outbreak of mob vio- 
lence. But Mr. Gresham's demand for 
reparation was based on the offense com 
mitted against the government, as well 
as on the injury to person and property. 


Prompt as that demand was, the re- 


sponse of Peru has been equally quick 
and unequivocal. She has expressed her 
regret for the occurrence, so that the 
apology due to the government is prac- 
tically complete, and the proper amount 
of indemnity can easily be settled. This 
little incident, sprung upon the new state 
department and rapidly disposed of, may 
hare an indirect influence much beyond 
its intrinsic importance aa a practical 
experience of the value of courteous 
frankness and vigor in dealing with for 
eign nations.—New York Sun.

insurance companies have begun to pay 
off their policies on the Naronic's cargo,
